Hun^aria to be false. At the same time the Chairman of the 
US sponsored Free Europe Committee had told SUBJECT that he' 
agreed with all points in the aforementioned article. 

SUBJECT stated that the mewspaper :Iungar ia. 3 on his 
instructions, sponsored the Prisoner of War service of the 
Magyar Harcosok 3a j tar si Koezoessege (Comradeship Federation 
of -Hungarian iVarrhors ) .
